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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/16/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments with regards to claims 36-39 are not deemed persuasive 
because as stated in the previous office action, claims 36-39 do not recite limitations 
pertaining to receiving time-coded position data and memory for storage of the time 
coded position data which places claim 1 in condition for allowance. Applicant is 
arguing that Hoffman et al(Hoffman) in view of Brown et al(Brown) do not teach a 
wireless portable monitoring device comprising a wireless voice and data 
communication device for communicating with the client tracking unit by way of the 
wireless communication link to remotely monitor the client. But as stated in the art 
rejection dated 3/28/2005, the examiner cited the portable signaling unit of Hoffman 
including data to voice switch(114) in conjunction with the cellular transmitter^ 1) radio 
receiver(1 16) for the purpose of communicating with the unit(40), which reads on the 
claimed client tracking unit of the present invention. The examiner then further 
introduced Brown which teaches a multi-user global position tracking system which 
utilizes the internet and web host to monitor and track desired individuals via a user 
terminal. The examiner then combined the prior art based on what would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, not on 
hindsight reconstruction as implied by the applicant, which clearly read on the claimed 
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subject matter of claims 36-39. In view of this, applicant's arguments are not deemed 
persuasive.
